Wolcott Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, advised from records 
that John R. Dainauakaa, torn December 9, 1930 at 'Raunas, 
Lithuania, began studying at Loyola University Liberal Arts 
School la June, 1956, to the present. Re said that Eaiaauakaa 
had been recently accepted to the School of Medicine at 
Loyola University and will begin his studies to become 
a medical doctor in September of 1953. 

According to records under his control, Mr* Galarneault 
advised that John R. Dainauakas attended St. Mary Cathedral 
High School, Grand Island, Nebraska, 1949-1950; attended 
Creighton University, Omaha, Nebraska, from September, 1950 
to spring of 1953? is a United States citizen, and 1 b an 
Array veteran.

John 
Dalnauskao* parents are listed as mother Leokadija Dainauakas, 
office worker, father name not shown, occupation lawyer in 
Lithuania. 



Aooording to school records, John R. Dainauakas 
resides at 4355 South Rockwell Avenue, Chicago 32 , Illinois, 
and he listed membership with following organizations i 
Lithuanian Student Association, Lithuanian Student Scouts 
Association and United States Army Reserve. It Is noted that 
Dainauakas wears eye glasses, according to records. 

Mr. Galarneault advised that his records contained nothing 
unfavorable regarding John R. Dainauakas.
